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The sweep of the events of history has finally brought 
us to this place and time. The time is marked by the 
proximity of merger with Annual Conference A, a con- 
ference that has been working in organized relationship 
since 1845. In that time, Methodist history has wit- 
nessed the great schism in the church in 1845 when the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, officially separat- 
ed, the Methodist Protestant Church having gone its 
way fifteen years earlier in 1830. 

In 1939 a Plan of Union was adopted by 900 dele- 
gates representing these three major branches of Meth- 
odism in Kansas City, Mo. Six regional Jurisdictions 
were formed which, under directives from the General 
Conference, would carry forward much of the work of 
the church, including the election of bishops. Of course 
the sixth Jurisdiction was primarily the Jurisdiction for 
Black Methodists and overlapped some parts of the 
other five Jurisdictions. This made for much contro- 
versy and some bitterness. 

The General Conference of 1968 legally abolished 
the Central Jurisdiction, decreeing that all conferences 
of that Jurisdiction should be merged with annual con- 
ferences in their geographic areas by 1972. 


Louisiana Methodists, black and white, are busily 
addressing themselves to this task, as they look forward 
to meeting in Shreveport May 31-June 4, 1971. Black 
Methodists “are celebrating the end of an era.” That 
is what we are doing here today. Marching Black 
Methodists, in pageantry and district competition, ring 
down the curtain on the old as we face the new — 
merger of Conferences A and B, forming the new Lou- 
isiana Conference of the United Methodist Church. 

In this spirit, both the clergy and laity of the New 
Orleans District, beginning with Slidell in the east and 
stretching westward to Lafayette in the west, welcome 
you to share in the occasion that has been arranged 
for your fellowship and enjoyment. 

As we pray God’s choicest blessings upon you, our 
friends, we also solicit from you your prayers and best 
wishes that the venture which we are about to under- 
take will be rich and spiritually rewarding, and that 
the God of us all will smile at the prospect of the King- 
dom of God approaching closer to the reality which 
Jesus Christ, our Saviour set in his prayer of interces- 
sion: “that they may be one . . .”
